nonicall bools of Scripture : But if we 
conſider how he interpreteth himſelſe 
thatno Cauncell before had done the

| ; Thirdly; Ifay that the- Counsel 
| B2 Trent 
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Trent hath reformed Romes doctrine, 
and made it (at leaſt in one point) ber: 
ter then it was befor: Ergo it is not 
here to be vnderſtood. Tie point is 
this, that there is no naturall ability in a 
man, to prepare himſelſe for grace, and 
ſono merit of congruity, in which re, 
gard Stapleton ſaith, Merimm ex con 
grus exploſum eft : a point of no ſmall 
moment in theſe daycs. 
Fourthly, I ſay that there is as much 
freſh water in Romes doctrines fince 
the Councell ot Trent, as there was be- 
tore: Ergo it is not he te to bee vnder- 
ſtoed. \ This I prove, by the doctrine 
of the Tridentine Catechiſme, in eue 
part whereof there is ſuffi-ient quanti- 
ty of ſauing doRrine for thoſe that (to 
vſe your owne words) can ſcarch and 
find it out; ſeparating the good from 
the bad, and truth from errour : 4s 
may appeare to them that will take the 
paines to reade it: yea I dare bee bold 
to ſay, the Church of Rome had not 
for many hundred yeares before the 
Councell of Trent, ſo gooda forme of 
Loctrine, as that Catechiſme _ 
: 
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neth : which I ſpeake not to juſlifie the 
Councell, or the Catechiſme, in any 
crrour comprehended therein; but on- 
ly to ſhew fo beggery of the adueria- 
tie: of which ;his ſhall be ſufficienr. 
His diforder ſhewes it ſelfe in three 
things; Firſt, in not ſetting the ſtate of 
the queſtion : Secondly , in miſpla. 
cing his owne arguments : Thirdly, in 
idle repetitions. For the firft : There 
cannot be a greater fault in a Diſputant, 
then either to leave the queſtion altoge- 
ther vnſtated; or elſe to ſtare it amiſſe; 
for by this meanes it ordinarily fals out, 
that the contention is nothing elſe but 
Andebatarum pugna,the fight at blind 
man buffe (as we ſay,) ſo as a man may 
miſſe ten times, before hee hit once: 
But of the two the former is the worſe, 
wherein this our aduerſary offendeth : 
It he ſay, he tooke ir as hee found ity it 
will not encuſe: For I dare ſay his pre- 
tended aduerſaries intended not a com- 
bat; if they had, they would haue de- 


priued him of the occafion ef much 
babblive And yet, had he not lifted to 
be — have picked 
e. 


ſuch 
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ſucha ſtate of che queſtion ont of the 
defenders wtitings, as might haue dub 
led the edge of his quarrelſome humor : 
tor the ſtare being ſet atight, and with 
pcrſpicuicy , it will eaſily appeare to 
which ſide the truth inclineth: where- 
fore that I off:nd not in that wherein l 
finde him to be faulty; I will doc that 
which he hath left vapectormed. Fiſt 
then wee are to know, that the words 
whereof the queſtion conſiſteth arg 
full of ambiguity: For bothi the Church 
of Rome, and a true Church, and a 
Cburch truly viſible, haue many ſen- 
ſes, and ſignifications: The Churchot 
Rome hari at leaſt eight ſeuerall accep- 
tions: For ſometimes ir noteth the 
particular D.oceſſe of the Romane ter- 
ritory, commonly called the particular 
Romane Church: Sometimes (and 
moſt vſually) it comprehendeth all the 

national Churches which communicate 
with Rome in the ſame faith, and vn- 
der the ſame head, the Pope; comman 
Iy called the Catholjque Romane 
Ciarch : Sometimes the Clexgy of 
that Church is onchy vnderſtaood * 
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that title, commonly called the Church 
repreſentatiue: Sometimes the people 
onely, commonly called the Laity, and 
of ſome the popular Church of Rome: 
Sometimes the whole body of Clergy 
and Laity: Sometimes the Papacy, or 
Apoſtacy in that Church, which is S. 
Tohns Babylon: Sometimes the Elect 
in that Church, ſtill communicating 
with the Papacy, which S. John calls 
» Gods people: And ſometimes the hid- 
den Church which is in the Romane 
Church, and yet communicateth not 
with her abominations; which ſome 
call the Church in the wilderneſſe. A. 
gaine, A Church is ſaid to bee true, di- 
uers wayes: As firſt materially, in that 
it conſiſteth of a people comprehen- 
ded within the compaſſe of Gods Go- 
uenant of life, and ſaluation: Second. 
ly, formally, in regard of frame, and 


- conſticution : Thirdly, accidentally, in 


regard of ſoundnes, and outward com- 
munion. Thirdly, a Church is ſaid to 
be truly viſible far the true markes of 
a Church which ie hath, either in re- 
dard dit ſelſe withinis felfe z immbich 
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reſpeR, the Churches in perſecution 
ate truly viſible, though their enrmits 
and others which are not of their num · 
ber ſee them not: Or in regard of the 
world abroad: whether Chriſtians or 
Infidels which know her :f:mblics : 
And in this latter ſenſe againe, it is ſaid 
to be viſible, either ſtrictly and proper- 
ly, when the whole Church is viſible 
at once, and all together (which is oncly 
true of particular Congregations) or 
largely and Synechdochically , when 
the whole cannot bee viſible together, 
and at ofice, but by peecemeale, and ſec- 


ceſſion: and ſo the C:tholique Church 


here on earth may truly be ſaid to bee 
viſible. Thus you ſce how great ambi. 
guity there is in the ſenſe of theſe few 
words, he Church of Rome i 4 true and 
truly viſible Church. 

Now in the ſecond place, to apply all 
this to our preſent purpoſe. Although 


diverſe men doe ſet the tate of this 
queſtion digerſly, as may beſt ſerue for 


their owne priuate ends and purpoſes : 
yet I will take ir in the largeſt extent,

the Church of Rome: Thus; Whether 
the Catholike Church of Rome (as it « 
called in oppoſition to the Diaces) is re- 
gard of the whole body thereof componn- 
ded of Clergy and Laity, bre ſtill within 
the conenant of Gods ſaning grace: and 
haze ſuch markes of that conenant flill a. 
biding in it, that though properly at once, 
and all together it cannot bee wiſible, yes 
by peece- meale, and ſucceſſinely, it may 
truly be ſaid ſs to be. And ſo much for 
the ſtate of the queſtion and his fi: ſt diſ- 
order. His ſecond point of diſorder is 
in miſplacing his owne arguments; 
which I take not as if it were done ig- 
norantly, as not knowing what hee 
ſhould haue done; (for hee excuſeth 
himſelfe for it, ſuppoſing it ſuperfluous 
to doe it) but artificially for his beſt ad- 
uantage; It ſeemes hee trufied more to 
the gentleneſſe of his aduerſaries, and 
to his owne abilitie in oppoſing them; 
then to the ſtrength of his owne, and 
his power to maintaine them; and ſo 
brings them in as it were by way of am- 
buſh. Bye howſbeuer it hath 
himte proceed; I may not paſſe them 
Friel thy : er 
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ouer in this place without tryall ; valeſs 
F would incurre the ſame ſuſpition: 
Let Mee therefore how hee proueth 
the negatiue.

tones, or propeſitiones + that is, when 
many Propoſitions are ioyned together 
in one, whereof ſome are true, ſome 
falſe: as here are at leaſt thtee. One, that 
the Church (fo bablingly deſcribed) 
is an apoſtatiſed Church: another, that 
it is vtterly fallen away from Chriſt ? a 
third, that no ſaluation is to be found 
or hoped for therein. Of which the firſt 
onely is true, and the reſt notoriouſly 
falſe, and againſt the Scriprare:for firſt, 
to denie, yea to accurſe ſauing Faith, & 
to allow the contrary, is not a point of 
totall & finall Apoſtiſie, vnles it be joy- 
ned with malice and obſtinacie; and be 
the ſinne againſt the holy Ghoſt, to 
which repentance is vtrerly denyed. 
Elſe what ſhall wee ſay of S. Peter who 


both denyed and curſed the knowledge 


of Chriſt in himſelfe Secondly, if this 

be true, (as it is) thi may ſaluation be 
found, and hoped for, notwithſtanding 
that deriiall, eurſing, and approbation. 
Thirdly;i.it muſtibe remembred. that 
our quoſtion is of the:whoke body of 
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pular part onely, nor of che repreſen- 
tatiue onely, but of both together - if 
then the one part onely ſhall doe as he 
faith, and not the whole body, whocan 
ſay that there is no ſaluation to bee 
found therein, or that it is vrterly falne 
away from Chriſt, So much for the 
Propoſition, | 

In the next place I ſay the Aſſump- 
tion is evidently falſe, if not more then 
linderous : For firſt the Church of 
Rome (whether partially,or wholly vn- 
derſtood) neuer denyed, neuer accurſed 
ſaving and iuſtifying Faith, nor euer 
allowed a graceleſſe faith onely which 
cannot ſaue, &c. Looke vpon all the 
Canons of the Councell of Trent, and 
ſee whether any ſuch thing bee to bee 
found therein, or gathered therefrom : 
doth it not diſtinguiſh beeweene a li- 
ving and a dead faith ? And doth it not 
ſay that the liuing Faith only iuſtifieth, 
and not the dead ? what is it then that ir 
denyeth and accurſeth ? It is this, firſt, 
tho forme and manner of Tuſtification 
by Faith when it ĩs ſaid:to'juftific as 
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8a meete diſpoſit ion thereto. Second. 
ly this aſſertioq, that a dead faith ſepa · 
rate from grace is not a true faith; 
though it cannot ĩuſtifie: this is that 
which the Counſell denyet h and accut- 
ſeth in this caſe, and uo more; yet you 
ſay boldly it not impudently, pag. 25. 
If any dare deny this bee will bat bewray 
bi ſhameleſſe ipnvranie in this point. In 
what point N. Jurton bat the Conn- 
cell of Trent admitteth of no other faith 
then that which the Denils and damned 
in bell have? O mouth ! O forehead ! 
Have they aliving Frith, which is fruit- 
full in good workes? Such a Faith as 
S. Iames commendeth ? And forth not 
the Councell admit of this Fah f yea 
of this onely for Tuftification ? 
Reade the latter part of the h 
Chapter of the fixt'Sefſion, and bee a- 
ſhamed. Secondly, ay the Coumſell 
had done fo indeed; Doth the Whole 
Church of Rome doe it / Dotii the po- 
pular part therof doe ie?
